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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable subject Matter 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
reviewing the remarks made by the applicant in response to the non-final first office 
action the Examiner finds the remarks to be persuasive. The most pertinent prior art is 
Czermin et al (Let's Play PET, http://www.crump.ucla.edv/software/lpp/lpphome.html ), 
Drummond et al (US 6,6628,743). Czermin discloses imaged for various planes and the 
corresponding polar map with the coronary blood vessel supply region superimposed; 
where the polar maps are derived by combining images from multiple planes in order to 
display the information about the entire myocardium in a single image with respect to 
the heart activity. Czermin however does not disclose image generated unite configured 
to generate from said volume data an image related to a structure that is fused into the 
polar map. Drummond et al teaches acquiring volume of cardiac data from the CT 
imaging system 100 wherein post-processing of cardiac data relating to coronary artery 
disease, acute cardiac syndromes, coronary artery imaging, cardiac function analysis, 
myocardial perfusion analysis, myocardial perfusion defect analysis, automated left 
ventricle delineation, automated volume rendering, automated cardiac phase selection, 
end diastole volume analysis, end systole volume analysis, stroke volume analysis, 
ejection fraction analysis, and cardiac output analysis, all from a single cardiac CT scan. 
Kaufman teaches Neither Czermin nor Drummond disclose a fusing unit configured to 
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fuse an image (generated by an image generating unit from volume data and related to 
a structure of one of a particular organ and a particular organ developed on the 
coordinate system) into the polar map (generated by a polar map generating unit / 
configured to generate a polar map by developing the indices or the motion functional 
indices on a polar coordinate system), as recited in Claim 1 thus helping in 
understanding in which of the dominant region of an artery a lesion is caused The 
Examiner finds no reason or motivation to combine the above references in an 
obviousness rejection thus placing the application in condition for allowance.
